From January 1941 to August 1944 Dr. Scoville was a research 
assistant and associate at the University of Rochester doing work for the 
Chemical Warfare Service. He later assisted in field work and evaluation 
ef chemical and smoke munitions, research on absorption phenomena and 
development of absorbents for gas masks. 


From July to November 1945 he was research associate at the 
University of Illinois (NDRC Contract) in charge of the Dispersal Sub- 
committee of Insect Control Committee on properties erf aerosols.
